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A Relation from Belfaſt, ſent to a 


friend; mentioning ſome late ſucceſſe againſt 
the Rebels, by Colonel Clotworthy,abour 
Mount-joy,in the County of Tyrone, 


Wh orthy Sir, 


FA Ince my laſt to you, of the eleventh of 

s S Fuly from Mount-joy, Colonell Clot- 

7 £2, worthy had ſome buſineſſe to call him 0- 
A ver to Antrem, where after his ſtay for 
two dayes, he was returning back ro Mount-joy by 
water, where he met onthe Lough with a grear 
ſtorme, yet was reſolved to venture onwards not- 
withſtanding, and therefore caſt Anchor ncere an 
Iſland in the Lough, called Rams Ifland, intend- 
ing there to land,and ſtay till rhe ſtorme was over, 
but when he was going to land there, a violent 
ſtorme forced him back againe to Antrem, where 
he that night received certain intelligence, that had 
he landed according to his intention in that Ifland, | 
he had been-cut off, for many of the Rebels had 
gotten thither for ſhelter, and might eaſily have 
prejudiced him hee not expectirfg ro: meet any 
there, and the company with him not being many; 
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but thus did Gods immediate hand interpoſe and 
divert what otherwiſe was very necre.” This ſtorme 
alſo loſt five of Colonel! Clotworthies Boares, hee 
had built for the Lough but he by ſetting men on 
worke, preſently to repaire them, hath made up all 
his former num r, whichis 13. large boates that 
will carry above 60. men 2 pecce, and the Admi- 
rall the Sidny,which alſo he hath built, and with 
theſe Botes and Barkes he is able to carry On any 
part ofthe Lough fide neare a 1000, men, which 
doth fo diſtra& and torment the Rebels, that they 
have no quietthere abouts; hereby alſo we have 
all our victualls eafily wranſ] ported,and our Ammu- 
nition, (carrying now by land onely to Antrim) 
anc. thence by water in theſe Boates. we convey it 
19 any part joyning to the Lough, which 1s of cx- 
ceeding advantage to us, 


As ſoone as the Lough was calme Colonell-Clor-' 
worthy went to Montjoy.to that part of his Regiment 
he left there, and preſently vpon his comming,ha- 
Vin2 notice the enemy was within ſeven or <ight 
miles,hetooke 4oo. of his men, leaving ſome in 
earriſon i in the Forts, and mounted oO. more with 
Firelockes, on Hor ſes he had former y taken from 
the enemy, and with this 440. men he marched all 
night and came timely to the Legar of the Rebels 
where he found moſt of them in their beds, and 
thereby had oppartunitie to cur many of them off 
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before they could get to their Armes ( and runne 
away) which pxeſently they did, though there 
were 4 1000, of them ; and as we are certainly in- 
formed Sir Philem Oneale was there allo, and ranne 
among the reſt, but 'in Colonell Clotworthies firſt 
charge, they ſhot Colonol Ocaxe, (who is counted 
their moſt skiltul Commander, who came from be- 
yond Sex to them) him they ſhot in the Leg, kild 
is Lieutenant Colonell, . who was one of the 
chiefe of the 0 Quzxes, and divers of his Captaines, 
and about 60. of their common ſouldiers ; had 
their horſe becne any thing good more execution 
might have been done upon them, but theywere on- 
ly ſuch as Colonel Cot: took from the enemy.and 
had.not one Shooe upon them all, yet ſerved to 
bring home a pray of 600. Cowes, which that 
night they brought home to the. I.eager at Monyt- 
joy : So God bleffed that dayes worke exccedingly, 
let him onely be acknowledged for ir, 


Within two dayes after, Colonel Clotworthy 
hearing the Rogues had a Camp at Mony-more, 
he began his March at midnight with 500. of his 
men, and came to their Camp by breake of the 
day, where there was not many of the Rebels, and 
thoſe but inconſiderable fellows, had the cutting of 
them off, and juſt as -he was comming, the rogues 
were going to kill one hundred and twenty poore 
Engliſh and Scots priſoners they had in their 
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hands, but by Gods providence his comming was. 
ſo ſeatonable, that he relieved and reſcued all of 
them, and cut off thoſe were going to deſtroy 
them: Thus did the Lord bring. on them, what 
they intended for others : after this, Colonell Clot- 
worthy returned to the Leaguer at Mount-joy, 
where he ſtayes, expecting ſome help from others 
ro come and joyn with him, ro March up further 
intothe Countrey, God having ſo bleſſed him,thar 
with halfe his Regiment he hath cleered twelve 
miles abour him, ſave only Charlamount, which 
is kept with a few of the enemy, but we are in hope 
ſhortly to ſalute it, for my Lord Conway is going 
forth from hence, having with him 4oo. men; a 
piece of my Lord Aras, Lord Clandeboyes,and Co-. 
lonell Chicheſters Regiments, who with 600. of ' 
his own men, and 3oo. Horſe, March through the 
Countrey to Mount-joy to Colonell Clotworthy, 
who with five or ſixe hundred of his men alſo, 
March thence with them, and all our proviſions, 
both of Victuals and Ammunition; we ſent to An- 
trem, that thence by the Longh it might bee con- ' 
veyed to us to Mount-joy, where we intend (God 
willing) to be on Wedneſdzy next, what ſucceſſe 
the Lords plcaſed ro give ns, you fhall heareat' 
our returne, in the meane time, Farewell,
